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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claim 1 generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: IA ) claims 34-58 
directed to a light transfer component including an intermediate portion being at least in 
part hollow and rounded (see fig. 1 ); IB) claim 59 directed to a light transfer component 
including spaced apart firs, second and third portion arranged to transfer light from the 
first portion to the second portion, the intermediate portion having a cross-sectional 
shape that varies along its length from the flat portion to the rounded portion and 
through a portion that incorporates a hollow core (see fig. 2); 1C) claims 60-84 directed 
to including whereto the light transfer component is arranged so that the guided from 
the first portion to the second portion will not experience a reduction in cross-sectional 
area of more than 20% of the material through which the light is guided. 

The species are independent or distinct because the inventions listed as Groups 
IA, IB and IC do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: as stated above each invention is has limitation(s) 
that is directed toward an invention that would require a different search that that of 
other group inventions and because each of the above inventions defining an invention 
that is distinct that that of the other and requiring a different search.
